Washington, Nov. 5.—The popula­ 
tion of Iowa is 2,224,771, according 
to the enumeration in the thirteenth 
census, made public today. This is a 
decrease of 7,082, or .03 per cent, 
from 2,231,853 .in 1900. 
The increase from 1890 to 1900 
was 319,572, or 16.7 per tent.

SHAWNEE COTTON 
MEN IN TROUBLE 


Fort Worth, Tex., Nov. 5.—Upon a 
complaint sworn to by W. J. Williams 
one of the city detectives, Justle * of 
t he Peace FL F. Pe den this attern con 
issued a w arrant for the arrest of D. 
Yr. Liddell, a former cotton broker >f 
Shawnee, Ok. The allegation is that 
prior to Nov. 4, 1910, the said Liddell 
w J vile- in the employ of one John Doe 
in Pottawatomie county, Oklahoma, 
did embezzle $10,000 and that the said 
Liddell came to Texas from Oklaho­ 
ma. 
The arrest was 
first 
made 
last 
night by police officers, upon advices 
from Oklahoma authorities. A ttorm ys 
for Mr. Liddell this morning applied 
to the Sixty-Seventh 
dSstrict 
court 
for his release and, upon failure to 
show' proper authority for the arrest, 
the police authorities were ordered 
to liberate the prisoner. He was -im­ 
mediately afterward taken into cus­ 
tody upon a 
w arrant, issued this 
morning from Justice Peden’s court, 
charging him with being a fugitive 
from justice, the hearing being set 
for Monday morning at IO o’clock. 
Late this afternoon Mr. Liddell’s 
attorneys applied in the Sixty-Seventh 
district court for habeas corpus pro­ 
ceedings, alleging th at he is being il­ 
legally 
restrained 
of 
his 
liberty. 
These proceedings are also set for 
hearing on Monday. 
George H. Gulp of Gainesville, a t­ 
torney for Mr. Liddell, stated today 
that a requisition would not be re­ 
sisted, but that every privilege of 
the law will be invoked, since credi­ 
tors of Mr. Liddell have charged him 
with a crim inal offense. Continuing 
he said: 
“We know that he .is guilty of a 
crim inal offense and Liddell was pre­ 
paring to return to Shawnee last 
night to arrange for settlem ent with 
e*e*V4or«t
